Woman's Party Meeting in New 


York Village Wants Equality 


Written Into the Federal 


Constitnion. 


SENECA Falls, N. Y., July 20.— 


Absolute equality of the sexes wf.s 
demanded by 1,200 delegates to the 
National Woman's party convention 
which opened here today. 


Seventy-five years ago, the first wo- 


man's rights meeting was held here—- 
and since that time women have been 
enfranchised and no state has failed 
to modify its laws in their behalf. 


But the keynote of speeches, argu- 


ments, conferences 
and resolution 


which swung under way this morning 
is a demand for adoption of state and 
national legislation to create absolute 
equality of the sexes, legally and mor- 
ally. 


Standing on the scene of the first 


aattle for equal suffrage, 
delegates 


pointed out that women are still sub- 
ordinate before the law in govern- 
mental and educational opportunities, 
and in professions and church work 
and Industry- 
Seneca Falls ,an obscure little vil- 


age in central New York, is filled 
with women. 


The one hotel is housing them two 
a bed and two beds in a room. The 


villagers have thrown their homes 
open to the women—all but the man 
who owns the building where the first 
women's meeting was held seventy- 
five years ago. 


He refuses to let them assemble in 


his building and has taken down the 
tablet which marks the building as 
the scene of the first fight for equal 
suffrage. He says the building is not 
safe for a "big crowd and that the 
tablet interferes with sale of the 
property." 


Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, president 


of the women's organization, will lead 
the fight for an amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution for equality of sexes. 


The amendment which the women 


will ask congress to enact reads: "Re- 
solved, that men and women 
shall 


have equal rights in the United States 
and all places within its jurisdiction."

Bombs Carried in His Plane at 'a 


Picnic Demonstration Exploded 


and Aviator Was Made 


Cripple for Life. 


Encll Chambers, an aviator, filed 


suit for ,$50)000 against, the Southern 
Lancaster County Old Settlers asso- 
ciation and Eay Judah, In the district 
court Friday morning, for damages he 
received when some bombs which he 
had taken up in his plane during an 
exhibition flight at a picnic August 
12, 1922, exploded, throwing him out 
of his seat to the top of the plane In 
a badly mangled condition. 


Mr. Chambers alleges that accord- 


ing to the terms of the contract he 
was to furnish a double parachute 
drop and a stunt flight but nothing 
whatever was said about his taking 
up bombs In the plane. He said that 
the committee threatened not to ful- 
fill the contract payment if he did not 
take up the bombs and explode them 
as they wished and that under this 
duress he loaded his plane with 
twenty-four bomb* and took them up 
to a great height to explode them. 
He further states that when he 


attempted to explode 
one of 
the 


bombs that it exploded instantcr set- 
ting off fourteen other bombs at the 
same time and with such force as to 
throw him out of his seat on to the 
top of the plane in a badly burned 
and mangled condition. 


As a result of this accident he was 


forced to have four of his fingers 
amputated and an operation per- 
formed on his thigh, hip and the calf 
of his leg. He further states that he 
bad to pay a hospital bill of $500 in 
addition to being crippled for life. As 
compensation for these 
many and 


great Injuries he asks that the de- 
fendants pay him the sum of $50.000 
in addition to the costs of the suit.

Bread Making Qualities to Be 


Shown of Grain Raised in 


Different Farts of the 


State. 


This fall, in cooperating in the ex- 


periments being conducted there in 
determining the baking qualities of 
Nebraska -wheats, twenty-one county 
Agricultural 
extension agents 
will 
•end five or more samples of wheat 
mom their respective counties to the 
tgricultural chemist of the agricul- 
tural college, Lincoln. 
Box Butte, 


Scottsbluff, 
Kimball, 
K^ith, 
Red 


Willow, Furaas, Buffalo. Hall, Hamil- 
ton, Clay, Flllmore, Butler, Saunders, 
Madison, 
Dakota, 
Cuming, 
Dodge, 


Washington, Douglas, Seward, Gage 
and Richardson counties all furnish 
samples that will be used in the sec- 
ond year's test of Nebraska wheats 
which were said a year ago to be of 
more valuable quality to that of many 
other states. 
Farmers not In these 


counties may send in their wheat for 
a teat by writing to Chemist M.-J. 
Blish, agricultural 
college, Lincoln, 


for 
application 
and 
information 


blanks. 


The big millers of the north are 


buying wheat now on the two stand- 
ards of quantity of protein and of the 
region from which it came. 
Their 


agents have made regional surveys, 
all over the wheat belt getting sam- 
ples of wheat from areas no larger 
than our average Nebraska 
county. 


These samples have been tested in 
the baking laboratories of these mills 
and a map of the entire country made 
showing where the different qualities 
of gluten come from. 
The strange 


thing about the value of wheat to the 
miller, says Mr. Blish, is that two 
samples of wheat may be similar in 
every respect, even in quantity of 
protein or gluten content and in 
every chemical Jest that can be 
applied to them, yet their physical 
properties may be so different that 
one will make good bread while the 
other will be almost worthless. 
The 


only real test of the value of 
the 


wheat is to take the flour into bread. 
Uniform methods are used in the ex- 
periments run at the college, both in 
grinding and preparing the flour and 
in baking the bread. 
The results 


obtained last year were published in 
circular form stnd sent to all those 
who cooperated in the work. 
After 


several years the agricultural college 
will publish its conclusions based on 
enough work to be free of exceptions 
and conclusive in fact and reasoning.

No. 5—The Back Stroke. 


After you have learned to float and 


scull fairly well and are getting over 
your fear of trusting yourself to the 
water, you will find it easy to learn 
the backstroke. There are two kinds 
of backstrokes, scientific and plain. 
We will use the plain, as it is easier. 
This stroke is used for resting when 
tired 
from 
the 
more 
strenuous 


strokes, and also used in some forms 
of life saving, where the leg stroke 
alone is used for swimming and the 
arms for handling the patient. 


Learn the leg movement first. It 


is well to practice this first on the 
floor at home. 
While lying on your 


ba6k draw your legs up, feet together 
and knees as far apart as possible. 


Then extend them, the legs straight 
and far apart, forming a "Y." 
Then 


snap the legs together firmly, taking 
care to keep the knees stiff. Let the 
legs remain in this position a second 
before repeating the exercise. 
The 


count for this explains itself—up, out, 
together. 


Then comes the 
arm 
movement. 


"Up" means to draw your arms up, 
with the hands at the pit of the arms 
and elbows sticking out 
from 
the 


body slightly. On "out" extend the 
arms upward and outward (see dia- 
gram), with the 
elbows 
stiff 
and 


palms 
toward 
your 
feet, 
fingers 


closed. 
On "together" pull 
your 


arms firmly to 
your 
sides, 
with 


elbows stiff, with a motion like the 


sweep of an oar. Repeat. 


Now place the arm and leg move- 


ments together. 
"Dp," 
draw both 


arms and legs. 
Extend them on 


"out" and snap them firmly but 
smoothly Into place, arms at sides 
and legs together on "together." This 
last part of the stroke Is where you 
should use the force. 
Do not make 


rapia motions. Use slow but forceful 
strokes, permitting yourself to glide 
thru the water as far as possible each

Dear Mary Gordon:—Please tell me 


something about the different ways of 
removing stains.

A. Stains on fabrics or garments 


should always be removed as soon as 
possible. The older a stain is, the 
harder it "sets." It not only disfigures 
but is apt to eat away the fiber, Al- 
ways remove stains before washing. 


In removing stains remember that 


acids injure vegetable fibres and al- 
kalis injure animal fibers. Whenever 
possible, u&e water either hot or cold 
and sometimes- steam (from a. teakettle 
spout.) When an acid is used on cot- 
ton or linen goods, finished by rubbing 
with a weak solution of sodium acetate 
or other mild alkali to neutralize the 
acid and protect the fabric. 
Water 


sponging is not safe as it merely di- 
lutes the acid. 


Absorbing, dissolving and bleaching 


are three ways of removing stains. 


To use 
absorbents, cover grease 


spots with powdered absorbents, such 
as talcum, fuller's earth, French chalk, 
starch or bolted meal and let stand for 
several hours. Brush carefully and re- 
peat if needed. For dry blood, or ink 
stains, starch paste is an excellent ab- 
sorbent. Cover freshly spilled liquids 
with any of the above powders or 
pieces of blotting paper to prevent the 
liquid from spreading and soaking into 
the fabric. 


Another method of absorbing stains 


is to lay the stained fabric on white 
blotting paper (or soft, unglazed •white 
paper) cover with absorbent powder 
or more paper, and apply a warm iron. 
Repeat,* using fresh paper or powder 
until the stain is entirely removed. 
* 


To use solvents water:—Soak wash- 


able goods in cold water and wash 
wjth tepid or cold water and white 
soap. Use hot water in the same way 
or by stretching goods over a bowl and 
pouring boiling water from a height. 


Note:—Hot water sets some stains 


such as blood, meat juice, milk and 
egg. Place 
non washable materials 


over a pad of white cloth or absorbent 
paper—sponge, using very little water 
at a time. Change the pad as it be- 
comes soiled or wet. Hub gently till

ger 
The face of the young man in- 


dicated that he waS angry: that he 
had been compelled to admit some 
sort of bad conduct. The face of the 
mother was another study: 
anger, 


softened with a sort of pity. As I 
glanced at the three, I noted that the 
young girl would soon become a 
mother. It was a moving, pitiful sight. 
When I passed the court house, an 
official came out, and told me he had 
just married the young couple. The 
three, as 
they passed me, were 


marching to an uncertain future. How 
sincerely I hoped that the young man 
might make a success of a bad start; 
that the girl wife, frightened and dis- 
graced that day, might find final rec- 
ompense for her trust; that the angry 
mother might come to love and honor 
that son-in-law, and receive blessings 
at his hands in her old age.

What Is Elusive? 


Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly. who watch- 
s over the New Standard dictionary, 
las been reported to say that "in the 
modes of language 
the dictionary 


must keep pace with Broadway," be- 
cause, ho argues, a dictionary is "the 
rfllection of the common denominator 
oC our speech." 
Tho we might fear 


the gilts which the Broadway Danai 
might bear us in the shape of words 
and their pronunciation, we are glad 
that Dr. Vizetelly has called attention 
o what in such matters the over-con- 
servative seem to disregard. 


Words change very much, tho W» 


should not always say that the changw 
was caused by style in the way that 
style lengthens or shortens the skirts 
of our coats. Dr. Yizetelly, however, 
iias what we do not 
possess, 
the 


cnowledge of an expert, and we simp- 
y content ourselves with pointing out 
how much harder than it seems it 
is to find the right word to express a 
conception. So much have we been im- 
pressed with this that it has some- 
times looked as tho the makers of 
books of synonyms and cognate works 
were the egg-dancers of literature. 
You are given a dozen words, almost, 
but not quite what you want; and be- 
tween each of the dozen words there 
is a hiatus which should be filled by 
the little combination of letters that 
shall put you and the reader on good 
terms. Sometimes this is found, but 
many times a thought goes imperfect- 
ly expressed, limping and halting on 
the page. 


For all those learned and patient 


who have compiled books of fhis sort 
that shall offer colors to the writer's 
palette, we have nothing but praise 
and gratitude, but the beginner is de- 
ceiving himself if he fancy that he 
can open a book and presto! find his 
word, "le mot juste," neat and suf- 
ficignt as a cartridge. Even literature 
neeas labor. He will do himself good 
if he read all the words that are of- 
fered as synonyms, that 
cannot be 


counted for time lost, but when he has 
gone thru the list he often will find 
himself thrown back on 
the 
true 


source, the dictionary, the constant, 
growing repository of the 
language. 


Flaubert's agonized searching for the 
right shade of word would hardly do 
for the writer that must bustle ard 
produce at the same time, yet the dic- 
tionary must be his final refuge and 
comfort, and so we all of us owe much 
gratitude to the men and women who 
spend months and years with thous- 
ands of words that we may use one 
for a second and then forget it.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

The Whirling Spindle. 


Wherever the patron of the country 


fair or carnival finds games of chance 
permitted, he will discover a spindle 
in operation. Spindles have become 
extremely popular among the "bunco 
men," as they are small, compact, 
easy to carry', and, above all, easily 
"gafred" or "faked," so that the tin- 
susptctlhg person who plays one cf 
them has no possible chance of win- 
ning. 


Spjnrtles are seen in many varie- 


ties: they are played differently fnd 
they are "gaffed" in many ways. Cer- 
tain, types once seen an the midway 
of nearly every fair have now become 
obsolete and have been discarled by 
their operators. For there are now in- 
ventions in the world of frau-.i as well 
as in tht; realm of science, and a mod- 
ern 
spindle has just as many ad- 


vantages over an old-timer as an elec- 
tric bull's eye has over an old-fash- 
ioned oil lantern. 


The spindle described in this article 


s sometimes termed the ''improved 
spindle," as it represents the latest 
word in efficiency 
attained 
by The 


makers 
of "gaffed" 
spindles. 
In 


appearance, the spindle is a heavy 


\wooden arrow, mounted on a wooden 
base. Protruding from the end o° the 
arrow is 'an indicator made of stout 
celluloid. This is just long enough to 
touch a circle of posts, or pins, which 
are seen around the 
axis of 
the 


arrow, and which form a circle of 
numbered sections, alternating odd 
and even. 
When the 
spindle is 


whirled it spins around rapidly, finally 
coming to a stop.

manages to win any of the valuable 
prizes which are displayed before his 
eyes. He is told that if his spin stops 
on an even number, he will win. But 
every whirl seems to terminate on an 
odd section. 
Then he places 
his 


money on the odd numbers, and the 
arrow invariably comes'to rest with 
the indicator pointing to an even num- 
bered section. 
Most unsuccessful players attribute 


their "losses lo bad luck. Rarely do 
they suspect the operator of fraud, 
for everything seems fair -and "on the 


level." But in the case of the spindle 
under discussion, and in the cases of 
many other spindles, luck has nothing 
whatever to do with it. 


The contrivance is a "set spindle"— 


a term used to designate 
spindles 


which may be "set" so that the player 
will lose. One authority on gambling 
devices of this sor^ claims that there 
are no spindles in operation at fairs, 
carnivals, etc., over which the . oper- 
ator has not control. In this case the 
operator certainly does have control, 
as the explanatory diagrams reveal. 


The pins, or posts, forming the 


circle of numbered sections, are made 
of twisted wire. 
To the casual ob- 


server these twists are made merely 
for ornamental purposes; 
but there 


lies the fraud. The diagrams give a 
side view of one of the pins. 
It will 


be noticed that the corkscrew effect 
gives the pin an inward and an out- 
ward curve. 
The celluloid indicator 


is just long enough to touch one of tiie 
inward points of the pin. 


In setting up the 
pins they 
are 


arranged alternately, so that each pin 
controlling an even section has its in- 
ward curve where the odd section pins 
have outward curves. 
Accordingly, 


when the spindle is whirled, the cellu- 


loid indicator does not touch the pins 
controlling the odd-numbered sections. 
The end of the indicator barely passes 
by them, so it is bound to terminate at 
an even-numbered section. 


The post on vhich the arrow spins 


may be slightly raised (as indicated in 
the diagrams), by lifting on a lever 
which protrudes from the rear of the 
board 
on 
which 
the 
spindle is 


mounted. With a touch of his finger 
the operator can secretly raise the 
arrow a fraction of an inch. 
This 


causes the indicator to connect with 
the inward curves of the odd-num- 
bered sections, and to miss the even 
numbers entirely. Thus, whether the 
player plays the odds or the e"ens, the 
operator can see to* it that no prize 
will be forthcoming. 


Instead of raising the entire wooden 


arrow by the concealed lever, some 
spindles have an inner post at the 
axis of the arrow. This post is con- 
nected 
to the 
celluloid indicator, 


which is not set 'in the tip of the 
arrow, but runs to the axis just un- 
derneath the arrow and whirls with 
the arrow. 
By raising or lowering 


the lever the operator controls tie in- 
dicator, and there is no actual raising 
of the arrow itself.

The "rul- 
ing" referred to is not a ruling of the 
income tax unit, but is the law; and 
revaluations or appraisals are not fic- 
titious values, but are the ascertain- 
ment of actual worth. The ascertain- 
ment of values as of March 1, 1913, is 
required by law, not only in connec- 
tion with mining properties, but as to 
all properties—manufacturing, 
agri- 


cultural, timber, railroad, residential, 
business, or other class of property 
owned by taxpayers prior to March 1, 
1913—on which depreciation or deple- 
tidh must be computed. 


Special reference is made to revalu- 


ations on account of 
"discoveries" 


which have been "written 
into 
the 


books of the anthracite companies." 
This undoubtedly has reference to 
that section of the federal tax law 
which provides for the allowance of a 
"discovery value" for depletion pur- 
poses in case of a discovery of a 
mine, or an oil or gas -well subsequent 
to March 1, 1913. It is sufficient to

MEN AND THINGS. 


Three accidents within thirty-six hours in Lincoln 


recently in which one of the parties to each collision 
was intoxicated or had been drinking serves to call 
attention to the providential fact that when the saloons 
came out the automobiles came in. 
One reason why 


automobile ownership has increased is that money that 
formerly went into the saloonkeeper's till is now avail- 
able for the purchase of this delightful pleasure vehicle. 
Imagine how unsafe the roads would be, particularly 
at night, if we had twenty-five saloons in the city busy 
turning out half-intoxicated men who drove automobiles! 


Unless one happens to be particularly active in one 


of the several channels that city life opens to one to 
become acquainted, he is lucky if he knows over three 
or four hundred persons. If he lived in a town of 1,000 
he would know half of them. Yet how much more 
powerful is the attraction of the larger city than is the 
small trwn! 
Where does this attraction lie? In the 


opportunities for enjoying concerts, theaters, parks, and 
the like? Certainly it Cannot be in the greater social 
opportunities, because they seem to be non-existent, if 
we measure it by the number of acquaintances. 


David Lawrence raises the question of whether a 


Catholic can be elected president of the United States. 
It has not been until recent years that such a matter 
could even be mentioned in the public -press without 
offense. We have lived long enough, however, to know 
that unless a member of a church seeks to capitalize 
this fact in his own interest it cuts very little figure 
in a political campaign. Al Smith has not done this 
in hs campagns for governor of New York, and it is not 
likely to have any particular influence in determining 
his availability as a candidate for president. Politics 
has not been lifted to a very high plane, but it is above 
considering a man's religion as decisive of his ambition. 


It Is unfair to say of the great number of men who 


included the Bible in their list of ten greatest books 
that they did it out of affectation. Every man who as- 
sumes to any knowledge of literature has read that 
great book, and every man who knows anything about 
literature accords it a high place as a work of literary 
art. 
If you wish*to test it for yourself take any part 


of it and try to imagine how any of our great literary 
artists of taday would handle any of the books in the 
scriptures. 
Can you imagine even as omnipotent an 


individual as H. G. Wells making any of them half as 
readable? 


The political writers are manifestly exaggerating 


the effect of the election of Johnson as senator from 
Minnesota upon the political fortunes of Senator La- 
Follette. 
It will add strength to the movement for 


fairer treatment for the farmer, insofar as legislation 
can secure this, but every man who has observed the 
tactics ot radical leaders knows that they are not to 
be captained by anybody. The very thing that makes 
them courageous enough to differ from the other 
leaders of their organization makes it Impossible for 
them to agree to everything jany group may seek to 
lay down. 


The evidence of this efact Is at hand. 
LaFollette 


has only three senators who will work with him. He 
cannot possibly control men like Norris, Hiram Johnson 
or Borah, and the political ambitions of the two latter 
make it impossible for him to look with hope upon 
their support of his own ambitions. 
As a political 


stndy it is very interesting; but its real effects upon 
the business of the country will not be important 
There will be a lot of noise and excitement, but beyond 
government assistance to the farmer to hold his wheat 
for future delivery there is nothing in the program 
outlined that promises to affect the situation basically. 


The hardest job the editors have Is to separate 


news from propaganda. The gentlemen who write or 
give birth to propaganda have grown so proficient that 
an editor who desires to be fair dislikes to give only 
the news and*omit the comment upon it. Propaganda 
is for the benefit of an individual or a cause. Naturally 
truth is subordinated where it does not tend to secure 
the effect desired. Appeals to passion and prejudice 
are characteristic of It, because when you get a man 
mad his reasoning faculties take a vacation. It is an 
Inseparable companion of politics and the handmaid of 
the politicians. 


It Is a fair presumption that many of the automobile 


collisions are the result of absence of mind for a few 
brief moments when approaching a car or a crossing 
Driving an automobile is no job for a person of a con- 
templative mind. 
If you have business or domestic 


worries leave them at home when you start out In your 
machine.
